OF MRS. FERRELL'8 DEATH STILL 


• UNSOLVED. 


A Jrtt. Vernon .Paper Says She One 


Lived Neardambler and 'Alto at 


Newark Years Ago. 


Monday's Advocate contained an ar- 


ticle credited to the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Tribune announcing the death. 
*of~Mrs: Edith Ferrell under unusual 
circumstances. The article gave tUe- 
woman's former home as Newark, but' 
a special telegram to the Advocate 
from Cincinnati said that Mrs. Ferrelt 
had formerly lived in Gambier and not 
in Newark. 


After reproducing the Cincinnati
